OTTAWA, May 4—(CP)—The 
official cost-of-living index 
bounced up one-tenth of a point 
during March to 159.3, the 
Bureau of Statistics reported to- 
day. 

This partly erases the drop of 
three-tenths of a point which oc- 
curred during February. 

The small March increases re- 
sulted from price gains in cloth- 
ing, home furnishings and ser- 
vices, rentals and miscellaneous 
items. These off set further de- 
clines in foods, 

The index, calculated on the 
basis that living costs in pre-war 
1935-39 equalled 100, now is 7.7 
points above its reading of just 
a year ago and three-tenths of a 
point below the all-time peak of 
159.6 touched in October, No- 
vember gnd January.
